It meana 
a non-irritating but reasonable 
one. Tlial is, in such cases, 
almost invariably an effecllve 
treatment and very little if 
any medicine ii needed.

More than 400 aclentlsts representing countries 
carrying out rcsean-h in high-energy physica. recenily 
oonferred at Stanford Unlvenity on the structure of lha 
nucleon. 

Nucleons, by definition, are both protons and neu¬ 
trons the building blocks of matter found in the nucleus 
of atoms. The conference, therefore, dealt with a question 
as old as hMory of what la matter ultimately made? 

Tha ancient Greeks considered matter to consist of 
only four things air, earth, water and llio. Modarn 
chemistry has Increased this number to 92 different kinds 
of atoms of chemical eiecnenta. 

Modem ph>-sics then ahowad that tha 92 different 
atoms of tha chemist could In turn be reduced lo three 
particles protons, neutrons, and eieclrona. 

a a a 

Recent experiments In high-energy physics have 
shown, however, that the proton and neutron are not 
"elementary" particles, but are themselves complex 
atrurturrs. 

This ha.s led Or. (>offrey F. Chew, a physicist at the 
L'nivarsity of California, to suggeat that tha Idea of ele¬ 
mentary particles in nuriear physics should be diecaeded 
—that protons and neulmna represent nothing more than 
special lesels of energy in a complicated layer of many 
anergy levels whirh maka up matter. 

The observation that protons are ootnpiex alruo- 
turea may lead to a eomplstely nsw boibcs of Ineradibla 
anenf>- in the future. 

Aa pointed out at tha conferenns by Dr. V. S. Bara- 
ahenkov of tha theoredcal nuclear ttudlas dlvialon of tha 
Soviet Joint Institute for Nuclear Rs se a r ch, tha more 
deeply tha atom la probed, tha mora anargy will bs 
axtractfd.

Carden Notes 

Iris Transformed 


By M. T. CHESNVT, FSHB 

Tha ntweomar to gardening aeama 
to hava tha idea that Ibe only ptopar 
tlna lo plant anything la In tha 
apring, and certainly tha garden ahopa 
and centres foatar this Idea, for about 
tha only tinia you sea seeds and 
nmta and ahruha offered for sale 
fa whan tha gardening fever la run¬ 
ning Its highest tamparatura during 
tha spring of tha year. Yet there are 
quite a few plants that do much 
bailer when purchased and plsnled 
In tha tell, and a few, Including tha 
tall bearded Irii, that should always 
ba plantad or transplantad In mid¬ 
summer. 

* * * 

Unfortunately, tha irii doesn’t rate 
very high srith moat homa gardeners, 
for they think In terms of tha oid- 
fashlooed srishy-washy kinda, either 
a faded Hue shade or a rather muddy 
yallow. It isn’t generally realized 
that this plant has baan undergoing 
a romplala tranaformallon of recant 
years, and aoaadaya iris an 

available in a whole talnbow range 
of flower colors. Including deep 
purple, orange, copprr, mahogany 
red. wine ahades. and some really 
glorious salmons and pinks. 

Thera are still far too many of 
tha old, waahad-out varieties taking 
up valuaMa apace in local gardens - 
probably grown from a hit of root 
poaaed over tha hack fence' by a
